Changing the position of all 
women in society is the greatest 
challenge facing u s today , a 
leader in the women’s rights 
mov ement told a grou p of bu si­ 
ness ex ecu tiv es here. 


The present rigid pattern of 
employ ment and promotion is 
“totally designed to benefit men 
and to ex ploit women,” said 
Mrs. Mary Jean Robson, presi­ 
dent of the Chicago area chap­ 
ter of NOW (National Organiza­ 
tion for Women). 


Speaking at the final ses­ 
sio n o f No rthern Illino is Uni­ 
v ersity ’s Ex ecutiv e Dev elo p­ 
ment Seminar, Mrs. Ro bso n 
described the rig id pattern 
which, 
she 
said, 
ex cludes 
wo men 
fro m 
industry 
and 
which no wo man in the wo rld 
can meet. 
The pattern, she continu ed, 
inclu des the rigidly schedu led 
work day of eight or more 
hou rs; a work life which sees a 
\tork er entering the work force 
after 
schooling 
and 
stay ing 
there u ntil retirement; prov i­ 
sion for military serv ice withou t 
remu neration bu t with job se­ 
cu rity ; assisting promising 
y ou ng male ex ecu tiv es u p the 
ex ecu tiv e ladder; relocating at 
the whim of the company ; the 
importance of the good wife to a 
y ou ng ex ecu tiv e who wants to 
get ahead; and the matter of 
children which is of no concern 
to the company or institu tion 
ex cept in health programs and 
company picnics. 
“Until this pattern is brok en, 
we are tak ing small steps and 
mak ing tok en gestu res at eq u al 
opportu nity for women,” Mrs. 
Robson said 
She called fo r a 
sho rter 
wo rk day and a mo re flex ible 
wo rk schedule to make it po s­ 
sible fo r wo men to enter the 
wo rk fo rce. Day care centers 
are needed and since co m pa­ 
nies g rant leav es fo r military 
serv ice 
witho ut 
sacrificing 
jo b security , she sug g ested 
wo men sho uld be able to take 
maternity leav es o n the sam e 
basis. "Let us no t penalize 
wo men fo r hav ing babies." 
She also called for paternity 
leav es. “The absentee father is 
no longer acceptable. 
The 
y ou ng father shou ld be able to 
hav e a paternity leav e to share 
in the bu siness of parenthood.” 
The petite speak er (she said 
her nex t cau se wou ld be short 
people) predicted that the eight- 
hou r work day pattern is going 
to be brok en.

Mrs. Robson opened her 
speech with a q u otation which 
said: “the economic position of 
women in the world heretofore 
has been that of domestic serv ­ 
ant . . . So far as women, tak en 
the world ov er, hav e labored, it 
has been mainly in domestic 
serv ice. This is the lowest grade 
oflabpr remaining ex tant. It be­ 
longs to an earlier social era.” 
The q u otation, she pointed 
ou t, was written in 189 8 by 
Charlotte 
Perk ins 
Gilman. 
“The fact that it was not a con­ 
temporary docu ment speak s to 
the lie, ‘You ’v e come a long 
way , baby .” 
Earlier, business ex ecutiv e 
Jo hn Bauman, had o utlined 
fo r 
se m in a r 
p a rticip a n ts 
so m e o f the pro blems facing 
industry in co mply ing with 
laws affecting wo men em ­ 
plo y es. 
Bau man, assistant v ice presi­ 
dent for employ ment and per­ 
sonnel serv ices, Illinois Bell 
Telephone, said, “Woman pow­ 
er probably is ou r cou ntry ’s 
greatest natu ral resou rce.” 
Since 19 40, he pointed ou t, 
women entering the labor force 
hav e been responsible for most 
of the increase (6 5 per cent) in 
the labor force. He said he be­ 
liev ed that 
most 
companies 
don’t giv e women a chance to 
show their potential in manage­ 
ment and ou tlined the steps his 
company is tak ing to correct 
this. 
He also cited an ex am ple o f 
ho w men are no w apply ing fo r 
jo bs 
traditio nally 
held 
by 
wo men. 
“ Men are now ask ing for tele­ 
phone operators’ jobs. When I 
ex plained to ou r women em ­ 
ploy es that we cou ld not tu rn a 
man down becau se he was a 
male, I was a bit apprehensiv e 
abou t their response. Bu t the 
women applau ded. One told me 
later, ‘This office has been a 
conv ent too long’.”

Mitchell is 
acquitted in 
My Lai trial

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FT. HOOD. Tex . 
(AP) - 
S.Sgt. Dav id Mitchell has been 
acq u itted in the first My Lai 
case to reach a cou rt-martial 
v erdict. 
Mitchell, 30. a 10-y ear Army 
v eteran, had been charged with 
assau lt with intent to mu rder by 
shooting at 30 u narmed civ ilians 
at the Vietnamese hamlet on 
x March 16 , 19 68. 
Nine other GIs are charged in 
connection with the incident 
that occu rred du ring a combat 
swing throu gh My Lai. 
“ I alway s thou ght the Army 
was a great ou tfit. Now', I k now 
it,” said Mitchell, son of a Bap­ 
tist minister who liv es in St. 
Francisv ille, La. 
A military ju ry of sev en offi­ 
cers, inclu ding six Vietnam v e­ 
terans, retu rned the v erdict Fri­ 
day night after six hou rs and 50 
minu tes of deliberations. 
Mitchell was a sq u ad leader 
in Company C, the same ou tfit 
in which Lt. William L. Calley 
Jr., was a platoon leader. Calley 
is being cou rt-martialed at Ft. 
Benning, Ga., on charges he 
mu rdered 102 civ ilians. 
The Army is still processing 
charges against 
eight 
other 
members of the Americal Div i­ 
sion. 
When the ju ry retu rned to an­ 
nou nce 
its 
v erdict. 
Mitchell 
stood at attention and salu ted. 
“S.Sgt. Dav id Mitchell, this 
cou rt has fou nd y ou not gu ilty ,” 
said Col Francis Giacomozzi, 
president of the cou rt. 
Mitchell’s wife, Rosa, leaped 
to her feet and shou ted, “Oh!” 
“Sit down in the cou rtroom,” 
ordered Col. George R. Robin­ 
son, the military ju dge, who 
banged his gav el u ntil the wom­ 
an was seated. 
\litchell retu rned to his chair 


and slu mped down into it. 
His attorney , Ossie Brown, 
strode past him, patting Mitch­ 
ell on the shou lders. 
Mitchell had tak en the stand 
in his own defense. With tears 
streaming down his cheek s, he 
testified Thu rsday , “I shot at no 
one.” 
Eight other defense witnesses 
testified that Mitchell was not at 
a ditch in My Lai where the 
Army charged he fired at hu d­ 
dled men, women and children. 
The 
prosecu tion 
presented 
three witnesses. Two said they 
saw Mitchell fire his rifle into 
the ditch. One said he saw 
Mitchell raise his rifle bu t nei­ 
ther saw nor heard a report 
from it. None said they saw any 
bu llets strik e the people hu ddled 
in the ditch. 
Robinson instru cted the ju rors 
that the presu mption of inno­ 
cence is “perhaps the tallest 
tree in ou r forest of legal pres­ 
u mptions.” 
Robinson said the ju ry shou ld 
carefu lly consider the credibili­ 
ty of each witness since, he 
said, there were inconsistencies 
in their testimony . 
Additionally , the ju dge told 
the officers to consider a “peep­ 
ing Tom” conv iction against one 
of the witnesses, Charles Sledge 
of Sardia, Miss., in reflecting on 
Sledge’s testimony . 
Sledge had testified that he 
saw Mitchell fire his rifle into 
the ditch crowded with men, 
women and children. 
The ju dge told the ju ry to re­ 
call denials by defense wit­ 
nesses that Mitchell was at the 
ditch. 
Robinson said the ju ry shou ld 
also weigh the effect of charac­ 
ter witnesses who appeared for 
Mitchell. 


Waves of U.S. planes 
bomb North Vietnam 


SAIGON (AP) - Wav es of 
U.S. fighter-bombers pou nded 
missile and antiaircraft gu n po­ 
sitions in North Vietnam today 
in the deepest raids since the 
bombing halt of the North more 
than tw'o y ears ago. 
U.S. officials said the raids, in 
retaliation for recent attack s on 
u narmed reconnaissance planes 
fly ing ov er the North, wou ld be 
of limited du ration. Bu t other 
sou rces specu lated they may 
continu e for a few day s. 
The raids were as deep as 135 
miles inside North Vietnam. 
There was no immediate assess­ 
ment of resu lts. 
Ey ewitnesses at Da Nang, 100) 
miles sou th of the Demilitarized 
Zone in the northern part of 
Sou th Vietnam, said nearly 50 
U.S. 
Air 
Force 
warplanes 
armed with bombs and rock ets 
had tak en off from the Ameri­ 
can base there throu ghou t the 
day . 
Up to 300 other jets were 
av ailable from bases in Thai­ 
land and from two carriers off 
the Tonk in Gu lf, one of which 
steamed into position Friday 


night ju st before the air raids 
began. 
In Paris, the North Viet­ 
namese delegation to the Viet­ 
nam peace talk s said the U.S. 
attack s “grav ely affect the Par­ 
is conference on Vietnam.” 
“The Nix on administration 
mu st bear entire responsibility 
for all conseq u ences arising 
from its hostile acts against the 
Democratic Repu blic of Viet­ 
nam ,” a statement issu ed by 
the delegation said 
The 
statement 
called 
the 
bombings “an ex tremely seri­ 
ou s act of war against the Dem­ 
ocratic Repu blic of Vietnam, a 
brazen v iolation of its sov er­ 
eignty and secu rity .” 
North Vietnam said in a radio 
broadcast that the attack s were 
“ an ex tremely seriou s act of 
war.” 
In Washington. Defense Secre­ 
tary Melv in R. Laird said the 
American planes were hitting 
North Vietnamese missile and 
antiaircraft gu n positions “in 
response to attack s on ou r u n­ 
armed 
reconnaissance 
air­ 
craft.” 


Hesaid “limited-du ration pro­ 
tectiv e reaction air strik es” 
were being condu cted against 
antiaircraft sites and related fa­ 
cilities sou th of the 19 th paral­ 
lel . This line is well sou th of Ha­ 
noi and the port city of Haipong. 


Hanoi charged, howev er, that 
“the U.S. imperialists reck less­ 
ly sent many flights of aircraft 
to encroach u pon the air space 
of the Democratic Repu blic of 
Vietnam in Haiphong, Qu ang 
Ninh, Ha Tay and Hoa Binh 
areas.” 


Haiphong is 135 miles north of 
the 19 th parallel. Hoa Binh is 
130 miles north of the 19 th par­ 
allel and 85 miles inland from 
Haiphong. 


North 
Vietnam 
made 
its 
charges in radio broadcasts 
monitored in Hong Kong and 
Tok y o. The broadcasts said at 
least three American planes 
were shot down and that a pris­ 
oner of war camp “was hit by 
bu llets from the planes and a 
nu mber of American captiv e pi­ 
lots were inju red.” 


They also said a considerable 
nu mber of North Vietnamese ci­ 
v ilians had been k illed. 
The location of the POW camp 
was not disclosed. 


Ey e witnesses in Da Nang, 100 
miles sou th of the Demilitarized 
zone in the northern part of 
Sou th Vietnam, said abou t a 
dozen

fighter-bombers took off from 
that base shortly before noon to­ 
day u nder ex traordinary secu ri­ 
ty conditions. It was not k nown 
where the planes were going, 
bu t there was specu lation that

grou nd fire while helicopters 
mov ed in to lift ou t U.S. pilots 
shot down inside North Viet­ 
nam. 


The American strik e force ap­ 
parently was enlarged by planes 
from the American aircraft car­ 
rier Hancock , which steamed 
into the Tonk in Gu lf off the 
coast of North Vietnam early to­ 
day with 75 warplanes aboard 
and dou bled the 7 th Fleet’s 
strik ing ability in the area.

“All I k now is that it has been a 
wonderfu lex periencecompeting 
for the Miss World title.” 
Miss Hosten is an airline hos­ 
tess and radio annou ncer with 
measu rements of 36 -24-38.

Pearl 
Glady s Jansen, 20, from Cape 


Town, finished second. Irith 
Lav i, 18 -y ear-old Miss Israel, 
was third. Miss Sweden 20- 
y ear-old Maj Christel Johans­ 
son, the 7-1 betting fav orite, was 
fou rth. 
Abou t 50 women and a few 
men hu rled smok e bombs, stink 
bombs, ink bombs and leaflets 
in a brief demonstration du ring 
the pageant and shou ted: “We 
are liberationists! Ban this dis­ 
gracefu l cattle m ark et! ” 
Comedian Bob Hope, who was 
to crown Miss World, fled the 
Albert Hall stage as the missiles 
began to fly . Retu rning after 
bu rly secu rity gu ards cleared 
the demonstrators, he said: 
“Any one who wou ld try to break 
u p an affair as wonderfu l as this 
has got to be on some k ind of 
dope.” 
The 5,000 persons in the hall 


booed disapprov al of the ru ck u s. 
One demonstrator threw a 
heav y noisemak er u sed at soc­ 
cer matches at the ju dges, who 
inclu ded the prime minister of 
Grenada, Sir Eric Gairy . The 
rattle 
ju st 
missed 
another 
ju dge, a Danish singer k nown as 
Nina, and bou nced to within a 
foot of another, American sing­ 
er Glen Campbell. 
Miss Jansen, a mu latto, is 
classified u nder Sou th African 
racial laws as “colored.” The 
white contestant from Sou th Af­ 
rica. 20-y ear-old Jillian Jessu p, 
finished fifth.

G M ready 
to resume 
production 


DETROIT (AP) - With for­ 
mal ratification of a new con­ 
tract w ith General Motors Corp. 
in hand, the United Au to Work ­ 
ers Union mov ed today to tie u p 
the loose ends needed to get the 
world’s largest indu strial corpo­ 
ration back in produ ction. 
The u nion reported Friday 
that a new- three-v ear contract, 
which GM say s will raise the 
av erage au to work er’s wage to 
between 
$1 2 ,0 0 0 and $13,000 a 
y ear in 1 9 73 , was approv ed by 
85 per cent of the produ ction 
work ers and 80 per cent of the 
sk illed trades men at GM The 
pact tak es effect Monday . 


Althou gh the u nion has offi­ 
cially declared the 6 7 -day -old 
strik e ov er. 3 4 of the 1 5 5 Gx M- 
UAW bargaining u nits in the 
United States still lack local 
su pplementary agreements and 
the u nion has au thorized u nits 
withou t su ch agreements to stay 
on strik e. 


Inclu ded among 
the 
u nits 
withou t local settlements are 
tw'o plants which GM considers 
v ital to a resu mption of fu ll op­ 
erations, a Fisher Body stamp­ 
ing plant in Mansfield, Ohio, 
and a 
Chev rolet fabricating 
plant in Warren. Mich. 
The local UAW leadership at 
the Mansfield plant was su m­ 
moned to Detroit to meet with 
international officials today . 
UAW 
President 
Leonard 
W’oodcock said the pu rpose of 
the meeting is for the local “to 
show cau se why it cannot reach 
a conclu sion” on plant-lev el 
talk s. He said one action the in­ 
ternational officers might tak e 
at the meeting is to pu t the 
Mansfield local u nder the ad­ 
ministratorship of the interna­ 
tional, tak ing control of the 
plant-lev el negotiations away 
from local officials. 


120 dead in Philippines 


MANILA (AP) — The gov ern­ 
ment said today that 120 per­ 
sons were dead and more than 
300 are missing from Ty phoon 
Patsy , which swept throu gh the 
Philippines two day s ago. The 
missing inclu de abou t 175 men 
reportedly aboard nine fishing 
boats believ ed su nk along the 
western coast of the islands. 
President Ferdinand E. Mar­ 
cos broadcast an appeal for Fili­ 
pinos to “help bear each oth­ 
e r’s bu rdens” as relief teams 
flew to an island grou p 70 miles 
east of Manila that were report­ 
ed dev astated. 
Water, food and electric pow­ 
er were sev erely short in Ma­ 
nila, and the city was receiv ing 
less than 10 per cent of its u su al 
daily water consu mption of 250 
million gallons. Marcos ordered 
city schools closed all nex t week 
to conserv e u tilities. 


The Polillo Islands were di­ 
rectly in the path of Patsy ’s 125 
mile-an-hou r wind, and aerial 
su rv ey s showed the islands with 
15,000 to 20,000 residents su f­ 
fered sev ere damage. 
An American Roman Catholic 
priest in one of the planes said 
abou t 80 per cent of the stru c­ 
tu res in the main town appeared 
withou t walls or roofs. “Ev ery ­ 
thing was brown. No green 
showed,” he said. “All leav es 
and shru bs had been blown 
away .” 
Crop and property damage 
figu res pou red in from ou tly ing 
areas, estimated as high as $80 
million. 
The Red Cross listed 114,000 
persons homeless in the Manila 
area, bu t sev eral refu gee cen­ 
ters reported many v ictims re­ 
tu rning to their homesites to re­ 
bu ild. 


Christal Jo hansso n, Miss Swe­ 
den entrant in the Miss Wo rld 
Co ntest, deno unced the ev ent as 
a cattle market and said she 
wo uld walk o ut if she co uld.

It is a ra re thing these da y s to hea r 
o f wo rkers striking , no t fo r mo re mo n­ 
ey , but simply fo r the rig ht to o rg a nize 
themselv es into a unio n. 
The rig ht o f co llectiv e ba rg a ining 
wa s suppo sed to ha v e been ea rned 
ba ck o n the blo o dy lines o f the 19 3 0 s. It 
wa s suppo sed to ha v e been ra tified by 
the la w o f the la nd by the Wa g ner Act 
a nd la ter, in 19 4 7 , in the Ta ft-Ha rtley 
Act, which pro v ides tha t no emplo y er 
ma y leg a lly deny reco g nitio n to a unio n 
when, a fter a federa lly superv ised se­ 
cret ba llo t, a ma jo rity o f his emplo y es 
elect to jo in o r to fo rm tha t unio n. 
Whether they like it o r no t, mo st in­ 
dustries ha v e co me to a ccept unio nism 
a s a fa ct o f 20 th-century life, ha v e 
lea rned to liv e with it a nd ev en to ha v e 
ma na g ed to co ntinue running their 
businesses a t a pro fit. 
There a re still a few ho ldo uts, ho w­ 
ev er. pa rticula rly in the field o f reta il 
mercha ndising . An ex a mple is Po l- 
sky ’s, a n Akro n, Ohio , depa rtment 
sto re a nd a member o f the Allied sto re 
cha in. 
In the pa st 2*2 y ea rs, in electio ns 
co nducted by the Na tio na l La bo r Rela ­ 
tio ns Bo a rd, Po lsky emplo y es v o ted 
o v erwhelming ly no t o nce but twice to 
jo in the Reta il Clerks Unio n. Fo llo wing 
a ll the rules, they fina lly wo n federa l 
certifica tio n la st September. 
In spite o f this, a nd a dmitting he is 
brea king the la w, sto re president Ho w­ 
a rd Ka ne ha s v o wed there will nev er be 
a unio n co ntra ct in his sto re. In a letter 
to his emplo y es, he threa tened to use 
strikebrea kers to o pera te the sto re if 
the emplo y es struck— which they did 
a nd which he did. 
Tho se who dislike unio nism a nd a ll 
its wo rks, while benefiting fro m its 
co ntributio n to o ur g enera l sta nda rd o f 


liv ing , ma y reg a rd unio n-killer Ka ne 
a s a cha mpio n o f free enterprise in the 
line o f tho se entrepreneurs who fo ug ht 
the budding unio n mo v ement in the 
steel mills a nd co a l fields o f the la st 
century with mig ht a nd ma in, a nd 
so metimes federa l tro o ps. 
But Ka ne is no t putting himself o n 
the line fo r a ny principle, like testing 
the co nstitutio na lity o f the Ta ft-Ha rt- 
ley La w. He is merely using the built-in 
dela y s o f the ma chinery o f la w to pro ­ 
lo ng his refusa l to dea l with his em ­ 
plo y es a s they ha v e ev ery leg a l rig ht to 
be dea lt with in this da y a nd a g e. 
The dispute will g o to the 6th Circuit 
Co urt o f Appea ls in Cincinna ti, which 
ha s a ca se ba cklo g o f o ne to two y ea rs. 
Fro m there it co uld be a ppea led to the 
Supreme Co urt. 
But by then, beca use o f perso nnel 
turno v er (peo ple ha v e to ea t), Po lsky ’s 
will be a ble to cla im tha t the unio n v o te 
no lo ng er truly represents the wishes o f 
the ma jo rity o f its emplo y es. Ba ck it 
co uld g o into the la p o f the NLRB fo r 
mo re y ea rs o f red ta pe a nd sta lling . 
This is ex a ctly wha t the 6th Circuit 
ruled in the ca se o f a Glens Fa lls, N.Y., 
sto re, who se emplo y es ha v e been try ­ 
ing to unio nize since 19 64 . 
The Ta ft-Ha rtley La w wo rks bo th 
wa y s (which is why so me unio nists de­ 
no unced it fo r so ma ny y ea rs). No un­ 
io n ma y eng a g e in unfa ir la bo r pra c­ 
tices, such a s a strike o r a bo y co tt, 
a g a inst a co mpa ny who se emplo y es 
ha v e v o ted do wn unio n a ffilia tio n. 
In such ca ses, judg es ca n mo v e 
swiftly by issuing injunctio ns a nd fin­ 
ing o r ja iling a ny o ne who defies the in­ 
junct io ns. 
They 
find them selv es 
bo g g ed do wn in leg a l mo la sses, it 
seems, when the sho e is o n the o ther 
fo o t.

come to a vote. 
But administration supporters 
said Nixon will make no deci­ 
sion on whether to veto the bill 
until he sees how it comes out of 
Congress. 
Senate opponents led by Sens. 
Jacob K Javits. R-N.Y., and 
Walter F 
Mondale. D-Minn., 
have hinted they will filibuster 
if necessary to prevent a simi­ 
lar trade package from even 
being considered there. 
Opponents concentrated their 
attack, during two days of de- 


bate. on predictions the quotas 
would bring trade-war retali­ 
ation from the countries affect­ 
ed particularly Japan and the 
European Common Market— 
and would drive up U.S. prices 
by protecting American goods 
from cheaper foreign competi­ 
tors 


But Ways and Means Chair­ 
man Wilbur Mills. D-Ark., the 
bill’s floor manager, said the 
mandatory quotas would re­ 
verse a decline in U S textile 
and shoe industry jobs and force 
foreign competitors to negotiate 
voluntary import curbs. 


"The Japanese would rather 
have the textile market they 
can get in the United States 
than retaliate.” he said 
Meanwhile Thursday in Lon­ 
don. 
European 
businessmen 
voiced growing opposition to the 
bill 
The bill’s textile and shoe quo­ 
tas are the 
first 
since the 
Smoot Hawley 
Act 
of 
1930, 
which brought broad restric­ 
tions against foreign goods. The 
new bill would cut imports next 
year to 1967-69 levels, which 
trade sources say in some cases 
would amount to a one-third de­ 
crease

Both the doves' and the hawks’ of America feel deeply 
about them and their welfare. We ask you to consider their im­ 
mediate release. They have no military value to you. They 
can’t hurt or hamper your war effort and no longer would help 
ours. 


“ These men, like your soldiers, do not institute policy but 
merely serve as soldiers have done since time began. Like your 
men. they performed their duty and are willing to sacrifice for their 
country. Like your soldiers, they left tneir homes and families not 
because they wanted to but because their country called them.

of America but is the privilege of all men. They fight under their 
flag whether it be red. white and blue or red. yellow and blue. Your 
supporters in this country could take satisfaction from the release 
of prisoners. This, more than anything else, would demonstrate 
that you. too. do not seek revenge against men who did their duty. 
Inis. too. would show the world that compassion, not punishment, 
can lead to peace. 


"The argument of your critics that human life means noth­ 
ing to you would be baseless if you allowed just peace by acting 
quickly to the appeal. If your heart contains mercy and your 
soul compassion and if you truly seek to help the cause of 
peace, you have an opportunity to achieve these images in the 
eyes of the world. The feeling here is that you don’t care about 
the individual; that his needs and wants and desires don’t mat­ 
ter; that life is not sacred to you. 


"Your actions can give lie to those beliefs. An act of amnesty 
toward American prisoners would show the world that you are con­ 
cerned with life and that all life is sacred. Family ties in America 
are strong and all Americans want these men reunited with their 
families. Some fathers have never seen their children. Some are 
missing the joy of watching them grow, and, the children, they live 
with a constant dream and hope that they mav again be a whole 
family. 


"Few men in the history of the world have been given the op­ 
portunity that you now have. History can record you as a man 
of compassion; a man who respected human life and held it in 
high value; a man who held that family life is paramount pro­ 
viding a measure of peace to many families. Return these men 
to their families and the world will hail you. Retain them and 
your supporters can’t help but wonder about your sincerity and 
motives. 


‘ ‘We address you not as one enemy to another but as one human 
to another. As citizens of the United States we have no power to of­ 
fer anything as individuals but good will in exchange for the men 
you hold. We have no power to make threats if you don’t. We only 
have hope; hope that you w ill heed our pleas and restore these men 
to their families.”

Hardin calm amidst rumors 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Agri­ 
culture Secretary Clifford M. 
Hardin is remaining calm in a 
storm of speculation that he 
will soon resign. 
Published and broadcast re­ 
ports have listed Hardin along 
with Treasury Secretary David 
M. Kennedy and interior Secre­ 
tary Walter J. Hickel as likely 
to have new successors. 
Informed sources in Washing­ 
ton believe President Nixon is 
concerned over election defeats 
in the farm belt where Demo­ 
crats made eight of their nine 
gains in the House of Represen­ 
tatives. 
Tony T. Dechant, president of 
the National Farmers Union, 
and other farm leaders have 
been claiming since the results 
of the Nov. 3 election were in 
that it was a ‘‘farm revolt.” 
Hardin, who in the past has 
indicated he would leave amica­ 
bly if asked by Nixon, said 
through a spokesman Thursday 


that he has not submitted his 
resignation. 
‘‘He (Hardin) intends to stay 
in his job as long as the Pres­ 
ident wishes him to, and there 
is every indication that the 
President wants him to stay,” 
the spokesman said. 
And there is support for that 
position too, partly in the pas­ 
sage of the farm bill Thursday 
by a 48-35 vote in the Senate. 
The bill, which will be signed 
by Nixon shortly, is the admin­ 
istration’s answer to critics con­ 
tending farm income is falling 
under the Republicans. 
Hardin has faith in the exper­ 
imental “ set aside” program to 
make planted acreage and price 
supports more flexible to com­ 
pete with fluctuations of the 
market. 
But the architect of the “ set 
aside” program needs time to 
implement it. 
Hardin says the three-year 
program beginning in 1971 will 


be the one that helps farmers 
begin to compete more equally 
with other segments of the 
economy. 
The question that will be an­ 
swered within the next six 
weeks is whether the midterm 
election results carried enough 
weight to knock out Hardin be­ 
fore the championship event 
gets under way.

CHICAGO (U P I) Natural gas 
reserves are rapidly dwindling 
and the nation eventually will 
have to depend primarily on 
coal for energy and must iearn 
how to use it without ruining the 
environment, an Interior De­ 
partment official says. 
Assistant Interior Secretary 
Hollis M Dole said Thursday 
that the greatest hydrocarbon 
reserves on earth are the coal 
fields of the United States. 
“ There is upward of a thousand 
years' supply at current rates of 
use.” he said 
Dole, who addressed a meet­ 
ing of the Institute of Gas Tech­ 
nology at the Illinois Institute of 
Technology, said the main prob­ 
lem with the coal reserves is 
the inability to use them eco­ 
nomically without polluting the 
air. 
Dole, who is in charge of min­ 
eral resources for the Interior 
Department, said new air pollu­ 
tion standards ban the use of 
much of the nation’s coal re­ 
serves because of their high sul­ 
fur content. 
But. he said, the nation’s do­ 
mestic production of petroleum 
is not enough to met its needs. 
“ We are now 94 per cent de­ 
pendent on foreign sources for 
residual fuel oil on the “East 
Coast,” he said 


“ Today.” he said, “ America 
has the choice of going to far 
places in the world to obtain its 
supplies of energy, or of devel­ 
oping the energy diamonds 
(coal) in its own back yard.” 
Dole said sulfur removal from 
large coal burning plants “ is es­ 
sential for the long-term devel­ 
opment of our industrial and 
electrical generating capacity. 
But it may never be a satis­ 
factory solution for the thou­ 
sands of smaller plants because 
of the cost and efficiency rate.” 
However, he said, if the 
smaller plants cannot use do­ 
mestic coal “ in solid form, may­ 
be they can use synthetic liquids 
or gas made from it.” 
A pilot plant designed to con­ 
vert coal into pipeline gas was 
inspected by delegates who at­ 
tended the meeting. Dole said 
the test project was constructed 
to produce 1.5 million cubic feet 
of gas daily from 80 tons of 
coal The project was financed 
by the federal Office of Coal 
Research and the American Gas 
Association. 
Dole stressed that in opening 
mines to feed coal-gasification 
plants, coal companies must 
protect the health of miners, 
must keep acid mine water 
from tainting waterways and 
must restore strip-mining areas.
